SECURITY COUNCIL CONSULTATIONS ON NAMIBIA HAVE BEEN CALLED

ALLOCATION OF CYPRUS ITEM IN GA - 

TURKISH PERMREP TURKMEN EMPHASIZED TO AMB BENNETT HOW 
"WOUNDED" TURKEY HAD BEEN OVER U.S. FAILURE TO SUPPORT 
TURKEY S POSITION ON ALLOCATION OF CYPRUS ITEM TO SPECIAL 
POLITICAL COMMITTEE. CYPRIOTS AND GREEKS WERE DELIGHTED 
WITH U.S. ABSTENTION, HE SAID. BENNETT MENTIONED U.S. 

EFFORTS TO PERSUADE BOTH CYPRIOT AND GREEK DELEGATIONS 
THEY WERE ON UNPRODUCTIVE COURSE IN INSISTING ON PLENARY 
HANDLING OF ITEM, BUT TURKMEN CONTINUED TO STRESS THAT 
TURKEY WAS DISSATISFIED WITH U.S. POSITION. (CONFIDENTIAL -

HIGH LEVEL CHINESE ATTENDANCE AT GA - 

NCNA CORRESPONDENT INFORMED MISOFF THEY EXPECT PRC FOREIGN 
MINISTER CHIAO KUAN-HUA TO ATTEND 3 1ST GA, BUT DO NOT 
KNOW WHEN HE WILL BE IN NEW YORK. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - 
USUN 3942) 

PLO REQUEST TO SPEAK IN GENERAL DEBATE - 

NEW REPORT CIRCULATING IN UN CORRIDORS IS TO EFFECT THAT 
GA PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) IS SEEKING A COMPROMISE 
FORMULA ON ANY PLO REQUEST TO SPEAK IN GENERAL DEBATE 
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AND IS CONSIDERING A PROPOSAL WHEREBY THE PLO WOULD BE DENIED 
ITS REQUEST BUT WOULD BE ACCORDED RIGHT OF REPLY. EC-9 
DELEGATIONS TOLD US THEY DO NOT VIEW THIS AS GENUINE 
COMPROMISE SINCE REPLY COULD B EXERCISED IN SAME MANNER 
AS RIGHT TO SPEAK AND PRACTICE OF RESTRUCTING PARTICIPATION 
IN THE GENERAL DEBATE TO MEMBER STATES WOULD STILL BE 
VIOLATED. BRITISH SAID THE EC-9 IS SEEKING COMMON POSITIONS 
ON SEVERAL CONTINGENCIES. UK HAD EARLY INSTRUCTIONS TO 
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VOTE AGAINST PLO REQUEST, BUT IN VIEW OF EC-9 DIVISION 
AGREED TO ADOPT UNIFIED STAND TO ABSTAIN. NEWS ON PLO 
OBSERVER TERZI'S MEETING WITH GA PRESIDENT HAS BEEN LIMITED 
TO SECOND-HAND ACCOUNT THAT TERZI APPARTNELTY TOOK POSITION 
PLO HAD NOT ANTICIPATED PROBLEM AND WAS SURPRISED REQUEST 
WAS PROMOTING SUCH A STIR. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 3933) 

SWEDISH PROPOSAL ON POLITICAL PRISONERS - 

THE SWEDES ORGANIZED A MEETING OF INTERESTED WESTERN 
DELEGATIONS TO REPORT ON THE CURRENT STATUS OF THEIR DRAFT 
RESOLUTION ON POLITICAL PRISONERS. THEY HANDED OUT A REVISED 
VERSION OF THE DRAFT PROPOSAL (WHICH DOES NOT INCLUDE THE 
U.S. SUGGESTIONS), AND INDICATED THE TEXT IS STILL NOT FINAL. 
HOWEVER, THEY CONVEYED GENERAL IMPRESSION THEY FELT THE 
TEXT SHOULD PROBABLY NOT BE SUBJECTED TO ADDITIONAL REVISION. 
THEY ARE STILL ACTIVELY CONSLUTING WITH THE G-77, AND 
IT APPEARS THEY WILL PROBABLY FIND A LARGE NUMBER OF SUPPORTERS 
BUT NOT A SUFFICIENT RANGE OF COSPONSORS AND WILL, THEREFORE, 
MOST LIKELY SUBMIT THEIR RESOLUTION ALONE. (LIMITED OFFICIAL

TIMOR ISSUE AT UNGA - 

INDONESIA'S MISSION BELIEVES TIMOR ITEM WILL COME UP AT 
THE END OF NOVEMBER OR EARLY DECEMBER. RUMORS IMPLY, HOWEVER, 
THAT SOME AFRICANS WOULD LIKE TO TAKE UP NON-SOUTHERN 
AFRICAN TOPICS EARLY. JAPANESE AND INONDESIANS EXPECT TIMOR 
ISSUE TO BE LOW-KEY. FRETILIN REP. HORTA IS REPORTEDLY 
LOBBYING IN N.Y. FOR DRAFT RESOLUTION AND IS NOT MAKING 
GREAT HEADWAY. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 3930)

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TULINOV (USSR), WHEN ASKED IF HE HAD ANY FURTHER WORD

TI DISARMAMENT AND CLOSELY FOLLOW BREZHNEV'S 25TH PARTY

A SUPPLEMENTARY LIST WILL BE DISTRIBUTED THEREAFTER. 

SRI LANKAN DEPUTY PERMREP TOLD MISOFF. EXTENT OF SUBSTANCE 
DISCUSSED AT MEETING OF NONALIGNED COORDINATING COMMITTEE, 

AT PERMREP LEVEL, REPORTEDLY INVOLVED ESTABLISHMENT OF

DONAUPARK COMPLEX - 

AT SWISS REQUEST, STOTTLEMYER MET WITH SWISS AND AUSTRIANS 
TO DISCUSS DONAUPARK COMPLEX. AUSTRIAN FOREIGN MINISTRY 
OFFICIAL KLESTIL SAID GOA: AGREES WITH WHAT HAS BECOME KNOWN 
AS "THE DAVIDSON PLAN" AS MEANS OF UTILIZING DONAUPARK; 

DESIRES THAT UN UNITS BE MOVED TO VIENNA BEGINNING IN 1977 
TO BE HOUSED IN TEMPORARY SPACE PAID FOR BY AUSTRIANS PENDING 
COMPLETION OF DONAUPARK; AND RECOGNIZES FACT OTHER TWO 
HOST COUNTRIES HAVE PARTICULAR INTERESTS WHICH MUST BE

THREE PARTIES WOULD DISCUSS PLANS INFORMALLY WITH UNDER
